Insurgents Fought.

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says Gen.

20. Preparations are being hurried for- 
ward for his departure and he will

Residents here are fearful that seri- 
ous disorders will arise before the city 
has been evacuated by the Spanish 
troops.

$5,000,000 Spanish gold. 

But whatever may be the condition of 
the Spanish soldier, the Spanish officer 

is not returning with pockets empty. 
He has not depended upon his pay for 
support, but has seized what oppor- 
tunity offered. Those returning’ from 
a long campaign on the Jucaro-Moron 
trocha have brought their wealth with 
them. In the cities it has been the 
same, only to a greater degree. In 
one case, two years ago, a Spanish of- 
ficer arrived with scarcely a possession, 
except his uniform. His pay has been 
in arrears for some time, but his wealth

We have had quite recently to con- 
sider whether the question of a Euro- 
pean war was not very near. But with 
great interest and consideration, the 
result has turned out happily, through 
the great judgment and common sense 
displayed by France under circum- 
stances of unusual difficulty Which, I 
think, have relieved Europe of a very 
dangerous and threatening storm. 

„While matters were in suspense, the 
government was necessarily, forced to 
take precautions that it should not be 
taken unawares. These precautions 
were most prompt and effective, but 
the immediate necessity for them has 
passed off. 


There has been some surprise on 


both sides of the channel at the faci 
that these preparations have not sud- 
denly ceased. But it is impossible to 
stop them at a moment’s notice. 2 

After referring to the,various ru- 
mors of intended action arising out of 
these preparations, including the seiz- 
ure of Syria and Crete and the decla- 
ration of a protectorate over Egypt— 
the latter allusion being greeted with. 
immense cheering—Lord Salisbury con- 
tinued: 

I am sorry to say I cannot rise to 
the height of the aspirations indicated 
by the cheering of the audiences. I do 
not venture to prophesy, if we are 


forced by others into à po- 
sition we do not now occupy, 
what may occur; but we are 


well satisfied with the existing state 
of things, and we do not think any 
cause thas arisen to necessitate effort 
on our part at present to modify it. 

“The position causes occasional fric- 
tion, but, taking the situation as a 
whole, and considering the feeling of 
other people as well as our own, we 
can reasonably rest for the present for 
the existing state of affairs. I must not 
be understood as meaning that Great 
Britain’s position in Egypt is the same 
now as it was before tthe fall of Om- 
durman, but we earnestly hope that 
circumstances will not make it neces- 
sary materially to modify that position 
as we are convinced the whole world 
would not then get on so peaceably as 
now.“ 

Referring again to the war prepara- 
tions, and asking his hearers to look 
at the state of the world, Lord Salis- 
bury observed: 

“The Czar has invited a congress to 
provide for the disarmament of the 
world, ‘but while we offer our heartiest 
tribute to his motives and are wililng to 
assist and sympathize in every way 
until the happy day when his aspira- 
tions are crowned with success, we 
must still provide precautions needful 
to counteract the dangers surrounding 
us. In some respect this era, 
this great epoch in the history of man, 
is marked by unhappy omens. It is the 
first year in which the mighty force of 
the American republic has been intro- 
duced among nations whose domin- 
ions are expanding and whose instru- 
ments to a certain extent are war. 

“IT am not implying the § slightest 
blame. I am not refusing sympathy to 
the American republic in the difficul- 
ties through which it has passed: but 


no one can deny that its appearance 


among factors Asiatic at all events, and 
possibly in European diplomacy, is 
a grave and serious event which may 
not conduce to the interests of peace, 
though I think in any event, it is 
likely to conduce to the interests of 
Great Britain [Cheers,] 

“But with this impressed upon us, 
the subject matter of war is terribly 
prevalent on all sides. We see nations 
decaying, whose government is so bad 
that it can neither maintain the power 
of self-defense or retain the affection 
of its subjects, and when this occurs 
there are always neighbors impelled 
by some motive—it may be the highest 
philanthropy or it may be the natural 
desire of empire—to contest as to who 
shall be heir to the falling nation: and 
this is the cause of war.“ 

Lord Salisbury then alluded to the 
rapidity and unexpectedness with whien 
wars break out, and said: 

“If Great Britain ever permits her 
defenses to weaken, her whole empire 
would come clattering to the ground. 
It is therefore impossible in the pres- 
ent state and temper of the world to 
intermit our naval and military pre- 
cautions.” 

He concluded by repudiating “all 
suggestion that our preparations mean 
that the country is animated by the 
lust of conquest or a love of war.” de- 
claring that Great Britain was only 
“resolved to maintain the empire Brit- 
ons have received from their forefath- 
ers and to support the peace which is 
the glory and sustenance of our em-

UNCLE SAM'S REPLY. 
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AMERICAN COMMISSIONERS AN- 
SWERS SPAIN’S CLAIM. 


Refutation of Don’s Allegations 
Concerning the Philippines Sub- 
ject Irrelevancy to Protocol.

ITS DISCUSSION IS JUSTIFIABLE. 


| OCCUPATION OF MANILA HELD TO 


BE A MILITARY ONE, 


Collection of Revenues, Adminigter- 
Government’ and Exercising 
Other Functions of Possess- 
ion Permissible. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

PARIS, Nov. 9.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Today's session of the Peace 
Commissioners began at 2:15 p.m. and 
ended at 3 p.m. When the meeting 
opened, the Americans presented to 
their Spanish colleagues the answer of 
the United States to the claims sub- 
mitted on Saturday last on behalf of 
the Spanish. The document in which 


the American answer was set forth 


consisted of nearly fifty sheets of type- 
written matter. | 3 

It was a refutation of the Spanish 
allegation that because the words pos- 
sessions,“ ownership.“ or “cession” 
do not occur in the protocol clause 
touching upon the Philippine Islands, 
the Peace Commissions have no right 
to discuss them here, and that even 
if they do so, it must de in the light 
of the alleged fact of an exterior agree- 
ment that Spanish sovereignty should 
not be impaired. 

The Americans also answer Spain’s 
claim for the restitution to her of public 
money and customs collections taken 
by United States officers since the ca- 
pitulation of Manila, made reply to 
Spain’s claim for an indemnity on ac- 


count of the alleged imprisonment by 


the United States authorities of Span- 
ish troops at Manila, 
subsequent restraint from being of 
service to Spain in the suppression of 
the insurrection and the preservation 
of property. 

The American commissioners in their 
reply held that there was justification, 
under the terms of the protocol, for 
the discussion of the future of the 
Philippine Islands, and they alsa 
claimed that the occupation of Manila 
is a military occupation, which jusfi- 
fies the United States in collecting the 
revenues, administering the govern- 
ment and exerctsing all the functions of 
possession. 

SPAIN WISHES PEACE. 
{A. r. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—<A dispatch to 
the World from Madrid says Gen, 
Correa. the Minister of War, Has is- 
sued an authoritative contradiction of 
the reports of the naval and military 
preparations. The Duke of Almodovar, 
Foreign Minister, assured the foreign 
ambassadors that, even if the Paris 
Commission should fail to. agree upon 
a treaty. the negotiations would con- 
tinue with the assistance of Frenth 
diplomacy. or directly with Washing- 
ton. as Spain emphatically wishes for 
peace. 

SPAIN’S MODEST DEMAND. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

PARIS, Nov. 9.—The Gaulois tadoy 
says: “It is certain that the Spanish 
Peace Commission will maintain at to- 
day’s conference the contention that all 
the clauses of the protocol must be 
faithfully observed by the Americans 
as they have been by the Spanish re- 
garding Cuba and Porto Rico. The 
Spanish commission holds that no di- 
vision of the Philippines can be toler- 
ated, and that the sovereignty of Spain 
over those islands will be maintained. 
The rumors relative to compensation 
are only simple hypcthesis at present. 
The attitude of Spain in the matter is 
quite simple. Before admitting the 
possibility of any agreement in regard 
to the archipelago, Spain exacts that 
the United States shall recognize that 
her rights in the Philippines are unas- 
sailable.”’

SMOKING OUT AN ORGANETTE. 
At last the Evening Express has 
plucked up courage enough, in its bil- 
lious attacks on this paper, to ‘publish 
the name of the “one nomination in 
particular, that of a well-known San 
Francisco boss and heeler, who was 
traded into a place on the Republican 
ticket,” which nomination, in the 
opinion of the Express, “ought never 
to have been made.”

TICKET SCALPING. 

A pamphlet has been received de- 
scribing the “criminality of railroad 
ticket brokerage.” It js issued by 
the Central Anti-Ticket Scalping Com- 
mittee of Chicago. Several illustra- 
tions are given of ingenious forgeries 
of railroad tickets, and a strong 
plea is made for the suppression of 
ticket scalping. One speaker, at a 
meeting of the committee, made a 
lengthy argument for the railroads, 
from which the following is an ex- 
tract: 


“There is a prevalent and popular 
error to the effect that railroads are 
at war with the public good, but the 
interests of all lines of transportation 
are identical with the public welfare. 
Hostile legislation has been born of 
prejudice and ignorance. It has re- 
sulted in little good to the common 
weal and in great disaster to railway 
enterprise. 

“During twenty years it is difficult 
to find a single statute, State or na- 
tional, which has been advocated or 
enacted with the avowed purpose of 
conferring a benefit upon lines of 
transportation. During the same time 
myriads of propositions adverse to 
railroads, and their owners, and their 
operatives, have been embalmed us 
laws. 

“During the same twenty years, in: 
numerable bills for acts have been 
introduced in State and national leg- 
islatures for the purpose of getting 
money from railroads for their in- 
ventors and promoters. 

“Adverse legislation rélative to rail- 
roads, express companies, telegraph 
lines, telephone lines and sleeping- 
car lines, has been the constant source 
of subsistence for a class of vampires 
who lounge in the lobbies of almost 
every law-making body. 

“Statute manufacturing, for the pur- 
pose of blackmailing corporate. capi- 

1, has become one of the most 
flourishing industries of the United 
States. It is high time for good citi- 
zenship everywhere to distribute moral 
antiseptics to prevent the spread of 
this virulent corruption.” 


As THE TIMEs recently. stated, the 
railroads are considering the adoption 
of a uniform variety of paper, upon 
which all tickets shall be printed. 
Such a system as this is likely to do 
more toward abolishing ticket scalp- 
ing than any amount of legislation, us 
the American ticket-scalper appears 
to have a faculty for driving a coach- 
and-four through any kind of law that 
can be framed; however stringent. 


| BIG FIGURES. 
The gigantic scale upon which mer- 
cantile and manufacturing business is 


‘now carried on in this country is 


strikingly shown by details published 
in eastern papers regarding the saving 
which it is expected will be made by 
the tobacco manufacturers, through 
the consummation of the big tobacco 
trust, aready referred to in these col- 
umns, which embraces every impor- 
tant tobacco factory in the United 
States, with one exception, and in- 
volves an amount of capital variously 
estimated at from $60,000,000 to $75,- 
000,000. In the mere matter of ad- 
vertising, it is estimated that the sav- 
ing will amount to a million dollars 
per annum, for only one of the firms 
coming into the trust. The saving 
by the trust in selling expenses is es- 
timated at $2,000,000, and in freight 
charges almost as much, as all grades 
f tobacco will now be manufactured 
at the point nearest to the market. 
Altogether, the amount thus saved 
every year to the tobacco manufac- 
turers, by a simple, though gigantic 
combination of interests, is estimated 
at $7,000,000, to which will be added 
$2,000,000 by a slight advance in the 
price of the goods, making the neat 
sum of $9,000,000 annually gained by 
consolidation, to be paid out to the 
stockholders of the trust. 

In view of such facts as these, it 
is absurd to suppose that the idea, of 
combination among manufacturers of 
staple articles can be suppressed, or

SENDER PAYS _THE WAR TAX. 


Express Companies } Not Required Na 
. Affix Revenue Stamps. 
Judge Wellborn, in a decision ren- 

dered yesterday morning in the United 

States Distrit Court, sustains the posi- 

tion of the express companies in refus- 

ing to pay for the revenue stamps re- 
aquired to be placed on packages for 
transmission. The question was raised 
in a suit brought by F. J Zeehandelaar 
against Wells, Fargo & Co., to recover 

a judgment for being subject under law 

to a fine of $60 for not having a rev- 


enue stamp properly attached to a 


ré 

endant to the com- 
plaint on the ground that’ there was 
not sufficient cause of action stated. 
Yesterday. morning Judge Wellborn 
sustained the demurrer. In his de- 
cision Judge Wellborn states that the 
question assumed by both paries is: 
Does the Revenue Law of June 13, 1898, 
where it requires a bill of to 


stamped, impose the cost of the stamp 


upon the express company or upon the 
shipper? 

He refers to the provision of the Rev- 
enue Law which reads in substance as 
follows: “It shall be the duty of every 
carrier to issue to shipper, or person 
from whom any goods are accepted 
for transportation, a bill of lading or 
receipt for each shipment received for 
carriage and transportation; and there 
shall be duly attached and canceled to 
each of said bills of lading or other 
memorandum, and to each duplicate 
8 a stamp of the value of 1 cent. 

v failure to issue such bill of lading 
or other memorandum shall subject 
such carrier to a penalty of $50 for 
each offense, and no such bill of lading 
or memorandum shall be used in evi- 


diene unless it shall be duly stamped 


as aforesaid.” 

The decision holds that the duty 
which this clause imposes upon the ex 
press company is to issue a bill of ina 
ing only where “ are accepted 
for transportation” or for each ship- 
ment received for carriage and trans- 
portation.” 

Further, that the complaint not only 
fails to allege that the company ac- 
cepted for shipment the package in 
auestion. but the implication is to the 

contrary; and whatever may be the 
lability of an express company to a 
shipper on account of refusal to accept 
goods offered for transportation, the 
refusal is not a violation of the Rev- 
enue Law. The penalty of said law is 
incurred only where a company accepts 
goods and refuses to issue for them bill 
of lading.

He Shrinks From the Awfal Couse- 
quences of His Drunken Fury. 

Coroner’sa Jury Holds Him Re-

Sig. Franchi Valerga is a very un- 
happy man. The gallows tree Which 
casts a shadow athwart his path 
makes him qauke like the aspen leaf, 
He is sorry now that he shot Signora 
Benedetta Frumento without cause save 
that he suspected that she had stolen 
three of his shirts. The only excuse 
he has to offer in extenuation of his 
gruesome crime is that he was drunk 
and did not realize what he was doing. 
He now considers three shirts a sorry 
price for a human life. 

Valerga was arraigned before Justee 
Owens yesterday on the charge of mur- 
der. He was not ready for his prelimi- 
nary examination, and begged time to 


named Puma. His request was granted 
And the examination was set for Sat- 
urday morning at 9:30 o’clock. . Bail 
was denied the prisoner, owing to the 
gravity of his crime. 

The murderer was nervous when he 
woes the court, but his agitation then 

fas as nothing compared with his 
nervousness when he was confronted 
by ‘the husband and son of his victim 
an hour later at the Coroner’s inquest. 
Valerga had such a bad attack of 
murderer’s tremor when he was ed 
into the presence of the mourning re 
tives that he almost shook the man- 
acles off his wrists. His attitude was 
that of abject misery as he cowered in 
a corner of the inquést room aud lis- 
tened to the bereaved husband's re- 
cital of the bloody crime. 

When Coroner Campbel! asked the 


culprit whether he desired to make 


any statement to the jury, he replied 
through Interpreter C. Mugnemi that 
he was drunk when he murdered the 
woman, and did not remember any- 
thing about it. After a little hesita- 
tion, however, he consented to be 
Sworn, and gave a very circumstantial 
account of the quarrel and the shoot- 
ing. His version of the affair did not. 
differ materially from. that of other 
witnesses. He still maintained that 
he was drunk when he took the wo- 
man’s life, and not accountable for 
the act, but his ready answers to the 
Coroner’s questions proved that his 
wana was not much clouded, after | 
The testimony of Valerga and other 
Witnesses showed that he was pretty 
well prepared for killing, as his arsenal
